"We are going to have an epidemic 


of diphtheria, if we havn't it already," 
remarked a prominent citizen today, 
"arid in spite of the fact that the phy- 
sicians say there is no cause for alarm, 
there are many cases ia the city that 
demand a more rigid Quarantine. 


"The board of health could take 


measures to relieve the present diffi- 
culty in more, ways than one, and one 
particular oversight, has been th* 
failwe to flush the sewers. This 
should 
be 
attended 
to 
at 
once. 


Furthermore there is a flagrant over- 
sight on the part of the sanitary police- 
man to compel a prompt removal of 
garbage and filth, which has been al- 
lowed to accumulate in alleys and 
back yards, all of which has a tend- 
ency to aggravate the present un- 
healthy condition. 


"Findlay is just now fighting, both 


small pox and diphtheria and in spite 
of everything that is being done, the 
disease, although in a mild form, is 
spreading., Lima has no small pox to 
contend with, but the number ot diph' 
theria cases is growing larger every 
day 'and 'yet- the proper authorities do 
•not »wm'disposed to heed the coA for 


measures pf interference."- > 


i'-'O: Oct. IS.—Th» presenta- 


tion of Admiral Schlcy's side of the 
controversy was continued before the 
Schlcy court of Inquiry, eight wit- 
nesses being examined.
